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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with 
respect to claim 1 , the instant invention is directed to a method for changing channel 
information in a digital TV receiver and a computer program on a medium for changing 
channel information in a digital TV Receiver. The prior art of records, such as Chaney 
(5,473,609) discloses method and apparatus for processing a conditional access 
program guide as for a satellite TV service. Chaney (5,841,433) discloses digital 
television system channel guide having a limited lifetime. Suzuki et al (5,864,358) 
disclose method for switching programs in digital broadcasting receiving apparatus. 
Tomioka et al (6,606,748) disclose information providing method, which enables data 
communication costs to be reduced. However, neither, Cnaney '609, Chaney '433, 
Suzuki nor Tomioka, and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination the feature of "storing PMT information in a first database when the PMT 
parsing is the initial PMT parsing and storing changed PMT information in a second 
data base when the PMT parsing is not the initial parsing and comparing the stored 
changed channel information and channel information stored already, for updating the 
channel information, where the comparing includes comparing a first channel list and a 
second channel list to determine added channels or canceled channels and updating 
the channel information," as recited in the instant invention with respect to independent 
claim 1. 
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With respect to claims 9 and 1 8, neither, Chaney '609, Chaney '433, Suzuki nor 
Tomioka, and any of the cited references teach or suggest, alone or in combination the 
feature of "storing a first channel list in a first database..." "storing the recent version 
includes storing a second channel list in a second database and updating the channel 
information by comparing the stored recent version of the channel information with a 
previous version of the channel information, where the updating the channel information 
includes comparing a first channel list and a second channel list to determine added 
channels or canceled channels," as recited with in the instant invention with respect to 
independent claims 9 and 18.
